British Try 
to Dissuade 
A fricans

(AP) - Britain sought today to 
dissuade African members of 
the U.N. Security Council from 
pressing for a tight oil embargo 
of Rhodesia which could only be 
enforced by a naval blockade of 
all of Southern Africa. 


Britain's Lord Caradon asked 


for urgent consultation with the 
Africans 
after 
Uganda intro- 


duced amendments Tuesday to 
a British resolution calling for 
mandatory sanctions against 12 
Rhodesian exports. 


The amendments call on Brit- 


ain to "prevent by all means the 
transport to Southern Rhodesia 
of oil or oil products." 


British 
Foreign 
Secretary 


George Brown told the 15-nation 
council last week his govern- 
ment would consider applying a 
limited oil embargo. Britain had 
in mind, however, a ban that 
would affect only Rhodesia and 
not involve a confrontation with 
Portugal 
and 
South 
Africa, 


which is Britain's fourth biggest 
trading partnen 


The Africans pointed out that 


an oil ban only on Rhodesia 
would 
be 
meaningless since 


both Portugal and South Africa 
have said they would continue 
supplying the rebel regime of 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. Both ship by overland 
routes. 


British sources said the only 


way to stop 'this trade"would be 
to bomb the land routes or to 
stretch a naval blockade from 
the Congo, on Africa's west 
coast, all the way around the 
southern tip of the continent to 
the northern bomber of Portu- 
guese Mozambique, on the east 
coast. 


Western sources expressed

Moscow has agreed on terms

Even as the space agreement 


was being hammered out, Prav- 
da, the Communist party paper, 
was carrying instructive arti- 
cles for Communists, harking 
back to the "historic signifi- 
cance" olthe 1957 and 1960 Mos- 
cow declarations. 


Those two world Communist 


conferences laid down a blue- 
print for Communist expansion 
by use of the "liberation strug- 
gle" device. 


Last week, Pravda's editorial 


noted that the Soviet line was 
aimed at "securing a peaceful 
international, itmosphere." 


This, it said, would increase 


"the opportunity for the victo- 
rious development of the class 
struggle by the proletariat and 
the struggle of oppressed peo- 
ples for their social and national 
liberation In any form, including 
through wars of liberation." 


If that is the real aim, then an 


agreement on the use of outer 
space has less meaning than 
elation from Washington might 
suggest. The Soviet line, as 
sketched by Pravda, implies 
that peaceful coexistence and 
lessened tension in the West are 
components of plans to quicken 
violent revolution. 


Soviet statements, however, 


must also be examined against 
Moscow's current problems in 
the Red world. The expressed 
determination to pursue "liber- 
ation struggles" by all means, 
including wars, can be defensive, 
in the light of Red Chinese hos- 
tility to the Kremlin and the 
contest for influence within the 
Communist world itself. 
Budget Man 
Putting in 
Last Touch

WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of the busiest men In Washing- 
ton these days is a former Army 
private first class now presiding 
over one of government's most 
exacting jobs — preparing the 
nation's budget. 


Charles L. Schultze, a slightly 


graying economist who cele- 
brates his 42nd birthday today, 
is officially known as director of 
the Bureau of the Budget. 


A native of Alexandria, Va., 


Shultze takes in stride decisions 
which 
could make even the 


most hard-headed official shud- 
der. 


"A small decision here is 


measured in millions," he said 
in an interview, "but you some- 
times find yourself arguing and 


worrying 
about the smallest 


amounts, even a few thousand 
dollars." 


Schultze, backed by a staff of 


SCO housed mainly in the Execu- 
tive Office Building next door to 
the White House, is now putting 
the finishing touches on the 
budget which is expected to ap- 
proach a record $140 billion In 
spending for the fiscal year 
which begins next July 1. This 
does not include the trust ac* 
counts such as Social Security 
and highway funds. 


Schultze views his role as that 


of a coordinator and screen or 
funnel between the President 
and the rest of government. 


"We have to settle things 


which don't need the President's 
attention and we must make 
sure the items which do need 
his attention get to him in 
proper form," Schultze said. 


To do this, the budget director 


normally is up at 7:30 
each 


morning and after 
a quick 


shower and breakfast, 
spends 


about 45 minutes working at 
home before arriving at the of- 
fice about 9 a.m. 


Sometimes, he said, the Presi- 


dent might telephone before he 
leaves home," "Usually when 
I'm in the shower." 


Schultze frequently eats lunch 


at his desk and at this time of 
year — the peak period in his 
job which pays $30,000 annually 
— rarely gets home before 9:30 
or 10:30 at night. 


He also works on Saturdays, 


tries to avoid going to the office 
on Sunday, but isn't always suc- 
cessful and always brings some 
work home with him.

Asleep for 
Years Copper 
Awakening

TYRONE, 
N.M. (AP) - This 


sleeping giant of the century's 
early copper industry is stirring 
with the promise of a multimil- 
lion-dollar awakening. 


Tyrone's orderly 
array of 


buildings and its white, moor- 


ish-style railroad station were 
set at the foot of Burro Moun- 
tain during a copper boom that 
started in 1915. It crashed six 
years later when the price of 
copper fell. 


Phelps - Dodge Corp. aban- 


doned its underground mining 
opration, but continued to main- 
tain much of the town's build- 
ings, with the help of a few resi- 
dents who remained in Tyrone. 
The town has attracted tourists, 
artists and lens fans through the 
years. 


Now 
Phelps-Dodge plans to 


spend more than $100 million to 
reactivate the town in prepara- 
tion for an open-pit mining oper- 
ation. Residents of Grant Coun- 
ty are excited about the promise 
of a new major employer. 


The company said that when 


the mine is in operation, there 
will be about 1,100 men on the 
payroll. The resulting demand 
for trades and services could 
create thousands of other jobs 
in the area. 


Phelps-Dodge says it will take 


three to four years to construct 
facilities and get the mine into 
full production. There will be 
the task of bringing water from 
the nearby Gila River and build- 
ing railroad 
track, probably 


from Separ, near Lordsburg, on 
the Southern Pacific line. The 
ore will be shipped to a smelter 
at Douglas, Ariz. 


Phelps-Dodge maintenance of 


Tyrone included leaving a few 
dwellings on the crest of a 
ridge, renting them through the 
years. A post office has re- 
mained in the company's princi- 
pal building along with offices 
for the property manager. 


The mining property itself has 


not been allowed to revert to 
rangeland. Copper leaching op- 
erations were carried on during 
World War II. In the 1950s, the 
company embarked on an ex- 
tensive development program, 
gouging out a network of roads 
through the red hills, and con- 
ducting core-drilling operations 
that aroused hopes of an early 
mine reactivation at the time.
